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PROFILE  :  CHARLES  V. 

Charles  V,  emperor  (Holy  Roman  Empire)  and  as  Charles  I  king  of  Spain,  born  at  Ghent 
in  1500,  was  the  son  of  Philip  of  Burgundy  and  of  Johanna,  daughter  of  Ferdinand  and 
Isabella  of  Spain.  He  succeeded  on  the  death  of  Philip  in  1505  to  his  Low  Country  possessions, 
with  his  uncle  the  emperor  Maximilian  as  regent.  In  1518  he  was  recognised  as  King  of 
Castile  and  Aragon  conjointly  with  his  mother,  Ferdinand  having  died  in  1516.  He  had 
come  to  Spain  at  this  time  and  during  his  visit  Maximilian  died  and  he  succeeded  to  the 
Austrian  throne.  Although  opposed  by  Francis  I  and  the  Pope  he  was  crowned  emperor  at 
Aix  in  October  1520. 

The  difficulties  of  his  reign  were  due  to  the  complexity  of  interests  in  the  vast  territories 
over  which  he  ruled — most  of  Spain,  part  of  America  and  North  Africa,  Naples,  Sicily, 
Sardinia,  the  Netherlands,  Burgundy,  Austria  and  Germany.  His  problem  was  complicated 
by  the  growth  of  Lutheranism  which  he  had  to  face  at  his  very  first  diet  at  Worms  in  1521. 
He  also  had  to  face  the  advance  of  Turkish  sultan  Suliman  up  the  Danube  and  hostility 
from  France.  Partly  to  solve  these  problems  he  gave  the  Austrian  throne  to  his  brother 
Ferdinand. 

Owing  to  trouble  in  Spain  he  had  to  take  up  residence  in  that  country  and  his  armies  in 
Europe  had  to  be  controlled  by  others.  This,  however,  was  changed  after  his  Italian  coronation 
in  1531,  for  in  the  following  year  he  was  at  the  head  of  the  army  that  forced  the  Turks  back¬ 
wards  down  the  Danube,  and  in  1535  he  personally  conquered  Tunis.  In  1536  he  headed 
the  invasion  of  Provence  and  he  crushed  a  rebellion  at  Ghent  in  1540.  In  his  last  war  with 
Francis  he  was  within  easy  reach  of  Paris  when  he  made  the  Peace  of  Crepy  in  1544.  Between 
times  in  Germany  he  had  presided  at  the  diets  from  1530  onwards,  which  he  hoped  would 
effect  the  reunion  of  the  church.  Conciliation  proving  impossible  he  led  the  army  which 
forced  submission  from  the  Lutheran  states.  At  the  Armed  Diet  of  1548,  in  defiance  of  the 
pope,  he  published  the  Interim  which  was  meant  to  reconcile  the  Lutherans  with  the  church ; 
this  was  the  high-water  mark  of  his  power. 

In  1552  he  had  more  troubles  with  the  French  and  Turks  and  by  this  time  he  was  getting 
weary  of  wars  and  holding  on  to  his  vast  possessions.  In  1555  he  resigned  his  Netherlands 
possessions  to  Philip;  to  Ferdinand  he  gave  full  authority  as  emperor  although  he  did  not 
formally  abdicate  till  1558;  in  1556  he  resigned  from  his  Spanish  kingdom  and  in  Feb.  1557 
he  went  into  retirement  almost  as  a  monk  and  died  the  next  year.  Much  has  been  written 
about  Charles  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  he  was  “  every  inch  an  emperor.” 
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The  earliest  writings  which  are  accessible  to  all,  the  Holy  Scriptures,  abound  in  such 
instances.  It  is  recorded  how  Jacob  (Gen.  28)  commemorates  his  famous  dream  by  setting 
up  a  pillar  of  stone  and  calling  the  place  Beth-el;  and  many  years  later  he  marked  the  last 
resting  place  of  his  wife,  Rachel,  by  erecting  another  pillar  of  stone.  Absalom  tried  to  ensure 
his  own  remembrance  by  the  erection  of  another  pillar.  Solomon  put  up  many  pillars  to 
commemorate  something  or  other  .  .  .  The  setting  up  of  pillars,  or  columns,  or  obelisks  was 
always  a  popular  form  of  commemoration  .  .  .  Then  there  are  the  triumphal  arches,  erected 
by  the  earliest  Roman  emperors  and  continued  through  the  ages  right  down  to  our  recent 
Coronation  festivities. 

The  forms  or  methods  of  commemoration  and  helping  the  memory  are  legion  and  without 
end  but  there  is  nothing  like  that  delightful  souvenir,  the  medal,  to  give  us  the  immediate 
sense  of  the  personal  and  proprietary  touch;  it  is  indeed  a  pleasant  way  of  remembering 
things.  What  constitutes  a  Commemorative  Medal  is  not  easy  to  define.  This  branch  of 
numismatics  embraces  badges,  plaques,  cliches,  jettons,  counters  and  in  fact  anything  which 
was  not  manufactured  for  currency.  Whilst  usually  round  or  oval,  they  can  be  other  shapes 
and  as  for  size,  thickness  or  weight  there  are  no  limits. 

Frequently  the  commemorative  medal  speaks  to  us  in  allegory  and  as  it  tells  its  story  we 
may  learn  something  of  the  habits  and  customs  and  dress  of  the  age  it  calls  to  our  remem¬ 
brance,  and  above  all  it  directs  our  attention  to  a  branch  of  the  Fine  Arts,  that  of  the  die- 
sinker’s  skill,  which  is  somewhat  neglected.  Their  variety  is  enormous.” 

Mr.  Hird  then  showed  us  slides  of  a  number  of  medals  from  his  collection  and  gave  us 
details  about  them  and  some  interesting  comments.  A  few  of  these  were: — 

Elizabeth — “  Defence  of  the  Kingdom .”  The  date  and  object  of  this  piece  have  not  been 
clearly  defined  but  the  style  of  the  dress  might  place  it  about  1572. 

Charles  I — “  Return  to  London .”  The  reverse  is  full  of  allegory  (as  the  sun  illuminates  the 
world  so  does  the  King’s  return  gladden  the  city).  Old  St.  Paul’s  with  its  square  tower  is 
in  the  background  and  London  Bridge  to  the  right.  The  people  of  London  have  taken  a  day 
off  in  order  to  join  in  the  celebrations  and  here  you  see  many  of  them  rowing  on  the  river, 
swans  disporting  themselves  as  best  they  can,  and  the  birds  of  the  air  having  a  bit  of  fun  too. 
And  the  sun  comes  out  and  disperses  all  the  clouds.  The  initial  e  over  the  mid-day  sun  may 
indicate  Edinburgh,  the  place  where  the  king  was  crowned  and  from  where  he  had  just 
returned. 

Cromwell.  “  The  most  prolific  age,  if  not  the  golden  age,  for  medals  and  badges  is  that 
which  was  brought  about  by  the  Civil  War.  The  king’s  partisans  gave  rein  to  their  feelings 
by  a  lavish  wearing  of  badges,  but  then  the  Court  of  this  period  was  well  known  for  its  many 
fopperies.  Some  badges  were  produced  for  the  other  side  though  they  had  less  need  of  them, 
they  displayed  their  exuberance  in  other  ways.  It  is  thus  not  surprising  that  there  are  not 
many  varieties  to  be  found  for  Oliver  Cromwell.  This  one  is  probably  the  earliest  and  though 
undated  Cromwell’s  titles  give  a  certain  clue  to  when  it  was  produced.  He  is  referred  to  as 
‘  Lord  General  of  the  Parliamentary  Forces  ’  and  it  was  on  the  26th  June  1650  that  Parliament 
appointed  him  ‘  Captain-General  and  Commander-in-Chief.’  It  was  much  later  when  be 
assumed  the  title  of  Protector. 

‘  Medallic  Illustrations  ’  records  this  medal  in  silver  and  base-metal  but  a  specimen  in 
gold,  like  this  one,  was  unknown  to  the  editors.  Its  high  degree  of  rarity  makes  one  speculate 
whether  this  particular  medal  was  struck  for  Cromwell  himself.  It  is  a  very  early  striking,  as 
the  usual  very  pronounced  fracture  in  the  upper  part  of  the  die  is  barely  apparent  here.  It 
is  very  finely  executed  by  Thomas  Simon  but  being  in  very  high  relief,  the  most  prominent 
feature,  the  nose,  is  apt  to  take  on  a  somewhat  bulbous  appearance.  The  General  is  wearing 
armour  but  there  is  also  a  scarf  with  fringe  tied  in  a  knot  on  his  right  shoulder.  Around  his 
neck  is  a  falling  collar,  quite  plain  in  contra-distinction  to  those  worn  by  the  Royalists  which 
were  so  decorative.  The  reverse  of  this  medal  is  plain.” 

Cromwell — Military  Reward.  “  A  date  which  figured  prominently  in  the  life  of  Oliver 
Cromwell  was  the  3rd  of  September.  On  this  day,  1650,  he  met  with  his  great  victory  at  Dunbar 
and  exactly  a  year  later  he  was  victorious  at  Worcester  and  the  3rd  September  1658  he  left 
this  earthly  scene.  This  medal  relates  to  his  victory  at  Dunbar  over  the  Scots.  On  either 
side  of  the  bust  is  a  view  of  the  battlefield.  The  legend  over  the  head  is  ‘  Word  at  Dunbar. 
The  Lord  of  Hosts  ’  and  the  date  ‘  Septem  Y  .  3  .  1650.’  On  the  reverse,  Parliament  is  seen 
assembled  in  one  house  with  the  Speaker.  These  medals  were  issued  as  a  military  reward 
for  those  present  at  the  Battle  of  Dunbar  and  as  such  must  be  somewhere  about  the  earliest 
for  military  service. 

On  the  news  of  this  great  victory  reaching  Parliament  four  days  later,  it  was  resolved 
‘  that  their  special  thanks  be  conveyed  to  the  Lord-General  for  his  eminent  services  at  the 
great  victory  of  Dunbar,  and  that  his  Excellency  be  desired  to  return  their  thanks  also  to  the 
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officers  and  soldiers  of  the  army,  and  that  a  number  of  gold  and  silver  medals  be  distributed 
amongst  them.’  Thomas  Simon  was  specially  ordered  by  the  Parliament  to  proceed  to 
Scotland  to  take  ‘  effigies,  portrait  or  statue  of  the  Lord-General  to  be  placed  on  the  medal 

Charles  IPs  Coronation  at  Scone ,  1651.  This  medal  formerly  belonged  to  Cochran- 
Patrick  who  regarded  it  as  being  of  inferior  work  to  the  coronation  medal  of  his  father.  It 
is  cast  and  tooled  but  Mr.  Hird  considers  it  far  more  striking  in  conception.  Cochran-Patrick 
is  in  error  in  stating  Charles  is  wearing  the  collar  of  the  Thistle  and  Garter,  a  better  descrip¬ 
tion  is  “  the  collar  of  the  Garter  over  ermine  robes.”  A  strange  feature  is  that  the  king  is 
depicted  wearing  the  English  crown.  The  reverse  shows  a  lion  rampant  holding  aloft  a  three¬ 
headed  thistle  and  the  famous  motto  “  No  one  shall  provoke  me  with  impunity  ”  but 
Cromwell  did  a  few  months  later  at  Worcester  when  he  sent  him  on  his  travels  for  many  a 
year. 

Peace  of  Breda ,  1667,  “  Favente  Deo.”  An  interesting  feature  is  that  the  figure  of 
Britannia  on  the  reverse  is  a  portrait  of  Mrs.  Stuart,  Duchess  of  Richmond,  one  of  the  greatest 
beauties  at  the  Court  of  Charles  II.  Pepys,  who  seemed  to  get  everywhere,  records  in  his 
diary,  25  Feb.  1667  “At  my  goldsmith’s  did  observe  the  King’s  new  medall,  where  in  Jitle 
there  is  Mrs.  Stewart’s  face  as  well  done  as  ever  I  saw  anything  in  my  whole  life,  I  think: 
and  a  pretty  thing  it  is  that  he  should  chose  her  face  to  present  Britannia  by.” 

Seeing  Chester.  The  last  paper  was  the  end  of  the  Congress  proper  but  for  the  next 
three  hours,  many  of  us  had  an  interesting  time  seeing  something  of  the  town  of  Chester. 
Firstly  we  went  in  parties  to  the  Town  Hall  to  see  the  town’s  Charters  which  are  well  displayed 
in  a  strong-room,  the  City  Archivist  described  them  to  us.  Then  some  of  the  more  energetic 
of  us  walked  on  the  city  walls,  conducted  by  Mr.  Graham  Webster,  who  pointed  out  all  the 
important  points  and  gave  us  many  interesting  details  of  the  city’s  history.  At  6  o’clock 
about  twenty  of  us  met  at  the  Cathedral  and  we  were  conducted  round  this  fine  old  building 
by  the  Archdeacon  of  Cheshire,  and  so  ended  a  most  interesting  day. — H.  A.  S. 

BARONIAL  COINAGES  IN  THE  AGE  OF  FEUDAL  ANARCHY  1135-1154.

First  and  foremost  we  will  take  the  celebrated  and  powerful  Robert,  Earl  of  Gloucester. 
Robert  was  actually  an  illegitimate  son  of  Henry  I,  and  in  consequence  a  half-brother  of  Matilda, 
from  which  facts  stemmed  his  consistent  leadership  of  the  Matildist  or  Angevin  cause  in 
England.  Robert  had  been  born  in  Normandy,  at  Caen,  before  his  father  succeeded  to  the 
English  throne,  and  being  Henry’s  eldest  son  had  found  much  favour  in  the  parental  eyes 
from  the  time  when  he  was  married  off  to  a  rich  heiress,  the  daughter  of  Robert  fitzHamon. 
Through  her  he  inherited  the  honour  of  Torigny  in  Normandy,  and  also  the  lordships  of 
Glamorgan  and  Gloucester.  He  had  castles  at  Cardiff  and  Bristol,  and  so  commanded  all 
the  key  positions  in  the  West  country.  During  the  civil  war  these  strongpoints  were  to  be  of 
vital  importance  for  the  Angevins,  and  always  the  west  was  the  place  where  Stephen’s  in¬ 
fluence  had  the  least  effect.  Robert  did  not  come  out  into  the  open  right  at  the  beginning 
of  Stephen’s  reign.  Instead  he  swore  an  oath  of  allegiance  to  him  to  carry  out  the  obligations 
inherent  in  his  English  property.  He  waited  until  1139,  by  which  time  Stephen  was  already 
in  difficulties  owing  to  an  attack  from  the  north  by  Henry  fitzDavid,  the  Earl  of  Northumber¬ 
land.  Robert  invaded  the  south  coast  with  the  Empress  Matilda  in  tow  as  a  figurehead  and 
raised  the  standard  against  the  usurper  and  foreswearer,  Stephen.  The  early  battles  went 
in  his  favour  and  in  1141  he  had  the  king  imprisoned  in  Bristol  castle.  In  the  same  year  he 
himself  was  in  for  a  spell  of  imprisonment  at  the  royalist  stronghold  of  Rochester.  Gradually 
the  royalist  cause  increased  in  strength,  sufficiently  to  capture  one  of  Robert’s  largest  centres 
of  resistance,  Farringdon  Castle,  in  1145.  After  this  date  the  Matildists  had  very  little  hope 
of  ejecting  Stephen,  and  their  hopes  were  temporarily  at  an  end  when  Robert  died  in  1147. 
A  vast  significance  attaches  to  the  person  of  the  warlike  Robert,  for  he  is  the  prototype  of  the 
warrior-statesman-scholar,  which  crops  up  frequently  in  the  chronicles  of  the  period.  Robert 
gets  a  good  “  write-up  ”  from  the  monks,  for  he  was  the  friend  and  patron  of  the  historian, 
William  of  Malmesbury,  who  dedicated  to  him  two  of  his  main  works,  the  Gesta  Regum  and 
the  IJistoria  Novellum.  He  founded  two  ecclesiastical  establishments,  the  priory  of  St.  James 
at  Bristol  and  a  Cistercian  house  at  Margam.  A  contemporary  writer,  the  author  of  the  Gesta 
Stephani ,  says  of  him:  “  He  restored  peace  and  tranquillity  in  all  his  dominions,  and  greatly 
improved  their  condition,  save  that  he  burdened  all  his  people  with  taxes  for  the  building  of 
his  castles  and  required  all  to  assist  him  either  with  arms  or  with  money,  whenever  he  marched 
against  the  foe.”  If  any  member  of  the  baronage  struck  coinage,  we  should  certainly  expect 
to  find  Robert  among  their  number,  and  indeed  the  traditional  ascription  of  one  of  the  baronial 
issues  in  the  British  Museum  is  to  him.  This  attribution  may  or  may  not  be  false.  For  as  the 
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leader  of  the  Angevin  party  Robert  was  in  some  measure  responsible  for  the  quasi-official 
coinage  which  was  being  put  out  in  Matilda’s  name,  and  if  at  the  same  time  he  was  striking 
his  own  coins,  he  may  have  risked  the  danger  of  obscuring  the  party’s  issues.  As  the  two 
coins  in  question  bear  nothing  decipherable  apart  from  the  name  ‘  Robertus,’  another  Robert 
may  be  responsible,  such  as  for  instance  Robert  Beaumont,  the  Earl  of  Leicester. 

The  second  baron  of  above-average  power  was  Ranulf,  Earl  of  Chester,  whom  we  have 
already  met  in  connexion  with  the  battle  of  Lincoln  of  1141.  His  lands  were  unique  among 
those  of  12th  century  barons  in  that  the  king’s  writ  did  not  run  within  them — that  is  to  say 
that  any  taxes  which  were  collected  and  any  justice  which  was  administered  belonged  solely  to  the 
sphere  of  the  earl.  When  William  I  created  this  so-called  palatine  jurisdiction  for  the  Welsh 
borders,  he  knew  what  he  was  doing,  for  a  strong  but  friendly  baron  on  the  spot  could  do  more 
to  keep  out  the  turbulent  Welsh  than  all  the  king’s  own  forces.  Stephen  reaped  all  the  dis¬ 
advantages  of  such  a  policy  when  faced  with  the  ambitions  of  the  powerful  Ranulf.  In  Lincoln¬ 
shire  also  Ranulf  had  vast  possessions  and  he  was  doubly  strong  there  from  the  fact  that  his 
half-brother,  William  Roumare  was  Earl  of  Lincoln.  Had  he  succeeded  in  his  bid  to  gain 
the  honour  of  Carlisle,  he  would  have  ruled  over  a  third  of  the  country.  In  1141,  Stephen 
beseiged  him  in  Lincoln,  but  he  transferred  his  allegiance  to  the  Matildists,  and  Robert  of 
Gloucester  came  to  relieve  him  with  an  army,  upon  which  between  them  they  inflicted  the 
major  defeat  of  the  war  on  the  king.  Ranulf  remained  consistently  loyal  to  the  Matildists, 
but  he  never  acquired  the  honour  of  Carlisle.  In  1145  he  did  obtain  the  honour  of  Coventry 
and  ruled  a  third  of  the  kingdom  for  about  a  year,  until  Stephen  reconquered  Lincoln  in  the 
next  year.  On  Henry  II’s  accession  he  remained  in  favour  and  retained  his  large  possessions, 
although  this  did  him  little  good  for  he  was  reputedly  poisoned  very  soon  afterwards,  by  William 
Peveril,  Earl  of  Nottingham,  whose  confiscated  lands  had  been  granted  to  him.  As  Ranulf 
is  not  a  person  who  figures  at  all  in  any  numismatic  catalogue,  it  may  seem  that  undue  space 
has  been  taken  up  in  discussing  him.  Yet  he  is  a  most  significant  person,  for  unlike  the 
partisan  Robert,  he  was  to  all  intents  and  purposes  a  freelance,  and  if  any  baron  struck  coins 
in  his  own  right,  surely  Ranulf  would  have  been  the  one  to  take  the  lead.  But  it  is  not  so. 
Nothing  indicates  that  he  tampered  with  mints  or  coinage  in  any  way. 

The  third  baron  for  consideration  is  not  really  a  true  baron  at  all,  but  the  son  of  the  Scots 
king,  Henry  fitzDavid  by  name.  We  know  little  of  him  except  that  he  was  a  warlike  individual. 
Early  in  the  reign  Stephen  granted  to  him  the  earldom  of  Cumberland,  but  he  wanted  Northum¬ 
berland  as  well,  and  invaded  England  to  claim  that  territory  by  force.  The  Archbishop  of 
York  and  his  followers  checked  him  in  his  march  southwards  at  the  Battle  of  the  Standard, 
but  he  gained  Northumberland,  and  it  seems  clear  from  the  nature  of  the  coins  attributed  to 
him  that  his  was  the  one  case  where  the  king  actually  granted  out  the  right  of  minting.  Five 
distinct  types  of  silver  penny  were  coined  by  this  numismatically  prolific  potentate.  His 
early  dies  are  the  same  as  those  of  Stephen  but  later  he  adds  a  new  reverse  of  his  own,  and 
finally  adds  a  new  obverse  as  well,  bearing  his  own  portrait  and  title  instead  of  the  king’s. 

Very  closely  behind  Robert,  Ranulf,  and  Henry  there  follow  a  number  of  other  barons 
equally  dignified  in  their  antecedents.  Notable  among  them  were  the  Beaumonts,  one  of 
whom,  Robert,  Earl  of  Leicester,  is  a  possible  candidate  for  authorship  of  the  Robertus  coin 
in  the  British  Museum.  His  brother  Waleran  was  the  Count  of  Meulan  in  Normandy, 
and  the  two  of  them  were  Stephen’s  staunch  supporters  in  early  days.  They  were  bad  advisers 
and  probably  were  responsible  for  the  ill-advised  arrest  of  the  le  Peer  family.  So  the  Royalist 
cause  lost  little  when  they  transferred  their  allegiance  to  the  Alatildists. 

Another  high-ranking  family  was  that  of  Robert  Ferrars,  the  Earl  of  Derby.  Mr.  Armitage, 
in  a  previous  number  of  the  bulletin*,  set  forth  some  conclusions  about  him  which  show  that 
he  did  have  something  to  do  with  the  coinage.  Stephen  made  Ferrars  Earl  of  Derby  in  1138 
on  a  hereditary  basis,  but  in  a  Pipe  Roll  or  Exchequer  record  of  1160  we  find  that  Henry  II 
had  refused  the  title  of  Earl  of  Derby,  and  also  of  Earl  of  Nottingham  to  Ferrars’  son,  who 
owed  in  that  year  a  fine  of  £92  9s  4d.  There  is  good  reason  to  believe  that  Ferrars  was 
being  punished  for  his  father’s  coining  offences  during  the  reign  of  Stephen,  for  at  Derby 
the  moneyer  was  apparently  a  relative  of  his,  and  they  were  enjoying  the  profits  of  the  mint 
between  them.  This  relative,  Walchelin  of  Derby,  was  also  in  charge  of  the  new  mint  at 
Nottingham,  rebuilt  after  its  destruction  in  the  troubles  of  1141.  When  Lincoln  was  sacked 
in  that  year,  one  of  the  Lincoln  moneyers,  Rainald,  had  fled  to  Nottingham  to  take  refuge 
with  the  moneyer  there,  his  kinsman  Swein.  But  Robert  of  Gloucester  took  Nottingham  in 
its  turn,  and  Swein  was  killed.  Rainald  was  not  killed  but  remained,  striking  coins  for  the 
Matildists  from  defaced  royalist  dies,  until  the  fortress  was  relieved  by  Ferrars.  After  this 
he  went  back  to  striking  for  the  royalists  with  only  the  punishment  of  a  43/-  fine  for  cowardice, 
which  was  still  unpaid  in  the  ninth  year  of  Henry  II.  Henry  II  rather  significantly  closed

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down  the  mints  of  Nottingham  and  Derby  on  his  accession.  Since  two  brief  entries  in  the 
Pipe  Rolls  reveal  this  much  about  the  coining  activities  of  Robert  Ferrars,  it  is  perhaps  possible 
that  a  wealth  of  information  about  other  tamperings  with  the  coinage  has  remained  unrevealed. 

This  list  does  not  exhaust  the  number  of  prominent  barons,  but  merely  attempts  to  show 
that  there  is  no  cut-and-dried  case  for  assuming  that  every  petty  lord  struck  his  own  coinage. 
It  remains  to  reconcile  with  this  conclusion  the  categorical  statements  of  William  of  Newburgh 
and  Roger  of  Hoveden  quoted  above,  first  pausing  to  note  one  of  the  quandaries  into  which 
moneyers  fell  during  this  troubled  reign.  The  official  Angevin  coinage  of  the  reign  is  as 
badly  struck  and  of  as  poor  workmanship  as  would  be  expected  from  the  rudimentary  grip  of 
Matilda  on  the  country  at  any  time.  But  there  are  some  interesting  pieces  bearing  the  obscure 
legend  “  pereric,”  emanating  from  such  mints  as  Bristol,  Canterbury,  Lincoln,  London, 
Stamford,  Winchester ;  from  this  list  nothing  can  be  inferred  as  regards  the  party  responsible 
for  them  ;  Bristol  was  consistently  Matildist  and  Canterbury  consistently  royalist.  Brooke 
thinks  that  during  the  uncertain  conditions  of  1141  many  moneyers  were  of  the  same  mind  as 
Rainald  of  Nottingham — they  were  anxious  to  save  their  own  skins.  So  in  order  to  give 
offence  to  neither  side  they  evolved  a  jumbled  meaningless  inscription,  and  whichever  side 
came  out  on  top  could  have  no  valid  reason  for  condemning  them  for  it.  There  is  some  sup¬ 
port  for  this  theory  because  in  Scandinavia  in  1046  similar  conditions  had  prevailed  when  it 
was  by  no  means  certain  whether  Magnus,  king  of  Norway,  or  Swein,  king  of  Denmark  was 
going  to  obtain  the  hegemony,  and  moneyers  there  also  used  a  meaningless  inscription — 
“  IOANSTREX.” 

There  remain  a  few  coins  which  are  not  easily  to  be  explained  away.  Looming  large 
in  all  the  catalogues  are  the  pennies  of  Eustace  fitzjohn  and  Robert  de  Stuteville.  These 
two  characters  come  lower  down  in  the  hierarchical  scale  than  those  barons  we  have  been 
examining.  But  according  to  an  article  by  Lawrence  in  the  Numismatic  Chronicle  of  1890, 
they  were  certainly  authentic  strikers  of  coinage.  Eustace  fitzjohn  was  the  lord  of  Malton 
and  Knaresborough  in  Yorkshire  and  he  was  a  fairly  consistent  Matildist,  although  early  in 
1142  he  did  witness  a  chapter  of  Stephen’s  in  the  company  of  several  other  anti-Stephenites 
at  Stamford.  We  know  that  in  1138  Stephen  had  deprived  him  of  the  lordship  of  Barn- 
borough  castle,  and  that  he  had  fought  on  the  Scots  side  at  the  battle  of  the  Standard.  Robert 
de  Stuteville  is  a  less  well  documented  figure  and  apart  from  the  one  coin  attributed  to  him 
he  comes  down  to  us  only  as  a  member  of  the  Yorkshire  council  which  met  in  1138  to  discuss 
defence  measures  against  the  Scots.  Yet  we  know  he  was  a  Yorkshire  magnate,  and  that  is 
a  fact  of  some  considerable  importance.  In  1141  the  mint  at  York  was  thrown  on  to  its  own 
resources ;  dies  had  long  ceased  to  come  from  London,  so  locally  engraved  dies  were  in  all 
probability  used,  and  the  profits  of  the  mint  either  taken  over  by  the  Constable  of  York  or 
else  by  a  group  of  magnates.  At  any  rate  one  of  the  varieties  produced  was  the  so-called 
‘  Flag  type.’  Possibly  Eustace  and  Robert  and  others  of  their  sort  saw  this  happening  and 
decided  to  take  some  similar  initiative  for  their  own  profit.  At  least  we  can  see  something  of 
the  justification  the  chroniclers  had  for  generalising  from  conditions  in  Yorkshire  to  the 
whole  country. 

As  far  as  other  parts  of  the  country  are  concerned,  there  exist  several  very  rough  coins 
either  of  Taunton,  Northampton,  or  Southampton,  and  for  these  one  of  the  greater  barons 
may  have  been  responsible;  it  is  impossible  to  say  which.  The  method  used  would  be  that 
of  “  organised  forgery,”  the  baron’s  power  over  the  neighbouring  country  putting  him  into  an 
advantageous  position  for  the  circulating  of  badly-struck  currency. 

There  is  one  coin  bearing  the  name  William,  which  has  been  ascribed  to  the  son  of  Robert 
of  Gloucester,  and  also  to  William  Mohun,  the  Earl  of  Dorset  and  Somerset,  a  Matildist 
supporter  early  in  the  reign.  The  style  of  the  coin  indicates  it  to  be  an  Angevin  issue,  so  the 
attribution  to  William  of  Gloucester  may  be  the  most  likely  one.  Another  seemingly  Angevin 
coin  has  on  the  obverse  B.R.C.IT.,  and  may  have  been  issued  either  by  Baldwin  de  Redvers, 
or  by  Brian  fitzCount,  a  constant  attendant  on  the  Empress,  and  the  castellan  of  Wallingford, 
where  the  final  peace  treaty  was  signed  between  Angevins  and  royalists  in  1153. 

Lastly  there  are  two  coins  which  stand  very  much  alone.  One  is  the  double-figure  and 
standard  type,  probably  a  pictorial  representation  of  Stephen’s  own  queen,  another  of  Matilda, 
assisting  him  to  bear  up  the  burden  of  government  during  the  troubles  of  1141.  Another 
noteworthy  coin  is  that  of  Henry,  bishop  of  Winchester,  the  political  and  episcopal  brother  of 
Stephen.  This  is  the  only  example  of  an  episcopal  coin  in  this  reign,  but  by  no  means  the 
only  one  in  the  middle  ages.  Since  this  coin  bears  Stephen’s  name  on  the  reverse,  it  was 
in  all  probability  struck  with  his  consent  and  stands  in  a  class  of  its  own  apart  from  the  baronial 
coinage. 

So  we  have  the  only  important  instance  in  English  history  of  numismatic  particularism. 
There  were  not  just  two  coinages  representing  each  of  the  two  parties,  but  a  whole  host  of 
minor  varieties  into  the  bargain.  Yet  unquestionably  the  largest  number  of  surviving  coins 
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from  the  reign  are  not  those  of  barons  but  of  Stephen  himself  and  this  needs  bearing  in  mind, 
alongside  with  the  lack  of  evidence  for  wholesale  interference  by  the  magnates  in  mints,  before 
we  write  off  the  reign  as  a  period  of  unalleviated  anarchy.  There  have  been  movements 
recently  to  vindicate  Stephen’s  reign  of  the  charge  of  being  a  gloomy  time  of  chaos  without  a 
gleam  of  hope  or  of  culture,  and  it  has  been  pointed  out  that  some  of  the  finest  of  our  Norman 
churches  were  built  at  this  very  period.  It  would  be  in  keeping  with  this  movement  if  we 
could  clear  away  some  of  the  misconceptions  about  the  coinage,  and  think  of  it  as  pre¬ 
eminently  a  royalist  coinage,  on  the  whole  no  worse  struck  than  that  of  the  previous  reign, 
and  only  superficially  obscured  by  a  small  number  of  irregular  issues.

N.B. — Although  undoubtedly  a  great  number  of  these  pieces  were  bought  for  collectors, 
the  high  prices  realized  must  have  been  influenced  in  many  cases  by  museum  purchases  or 
bids.  We  understand  that,  under  an  arrangement  with  Mr.  Lockett’s  executors,  museums 
will  receive  a  rebate  on  their  purchases. 

YOUR  QUESTIONS  ANSWERED. 

Q.  1.  I  have  a  bronze  or  copper  coin  (copy  of  spade  guinea)  dated  1797.  I  am  intrigued 
by  the  name  kettle  in  raised  letters  below  the  truncation.  Can  you  say  who  this  is  ? 
I  believe  the  artist  responsible  for  the  copper  coins  of  the  Soho  mint  was  Kiichler. 

A.  1.  Kettle  Sc  Sons  were  medallists  operating  in  the  late  18th  and  early  19th  centuries. 
Apparently  they  made  fairly  exact  copies  in  copper  or  brass  of  many  of  George  Ill’s 
gold  coins,  and  the  name  kettle  always  appears  in  some  conspicuous  place  on  the 
coins.  Pattern  guineas  by  Kiichler  in  copper  gilt  are  known,  but  the  Kettle  copies 
were  taken  from  the  ordinary  “  spade  ”  or  fifth  issue  guinea:  incidentally  the  de¬ 
signer  of  this  coin  was  Lewis  Pingo. 

Q.  2.  I  have  a  silver  halfpenny  obverse  portcullis,  reverse  cross  and  pellets  with  no  mint- 
mark.  Is  this  Elizabeth  I  or  James  I  ? 

A.  2.  The  only  distinguishing  feature  between  halfpennies  of  Elizabeth  I  and  those  of  the 
first  coinage  of  James  I  is  the  mint-mark,  which  appears  above  the  portcullis  on  the 
obverse  only.  This  particular  coin,  as  it  has  no  mark,  cannot  be  accurately  at¬ 
tributed,  and  could  belong  to  either  reign. 

Q.  3.  In  the  “  Gentlemen’s  Magazine  ”  of  1796  there  is  a  mention  of  a  penny  of  Richard 
III,  Durham  mint,  mm.  cross  pattee,  according  to  the  author,  this  mark  is  in  neither 
Folkes  nor  Snelling;  is  it  known  today? 

A.  3.  We  suspect  that  the  author  of  the  article  in  question  made  an  error.  The  mint-mark 
should  be  lis.  Cross  pattee  does  not  exist  for  coins  of  this  reign.  Alternatively  he  may 
have  been  describing  a  Durham  penny  of  Richard  II. 
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Q.  4.  Does  the  1731  proof  crown  with  plain  reverse  exist?  This  coin  appears  in  the 
“  English  Silver  Coinage  1649-1949  ”  as  No.  116  (R7).  I  have  not  been  able  to  find 
a  specimen  in  any  of  the  big  crown  collections,  and  it  is  not  mentioned  by  Grueber  or 
Hocking,  although  illustrated  by  Folkes  and  later  by  Ruding. 

A.  4.  We  now  doubt  the  existence  of  this  coin.  It  may  at  one  time  have  existed  and  since 
disappeared.  The  halfcrown  is  known,  but  there  are  also  current  coins  of  1731  with 
roses  and  plumes.  The  first  date  of  current  crown  is  1732  R.  &  P.,  a  proof  of  which 
also  exists  ( E.S.C .  118),  therefore  it  might  be  reasonable  to  doubt  the  existence  of  an 
earlier  proof.

VARIATION  IN  THE  DESIGN  OF  SOME  COINS  OF  EDWARD  THE 

CONFESSOR. 

I  am  at  present  engaged  on  some  numismatic  research  into  the  coinage  of  Edward  the 
Confessor  and  I  should  be  very  grateful  for  the  collaboration  of  museum  curators  and  col¬ 
lectors  who  have  coins  of  this  reign  in  their  collections  in  providing  me  with  certain  data. 

Illustrated  below  are  coins  of  B.M.C.  types  II  and  V  ( Brooke  types  3  and  5  respectively 
or  Hildebrand  types  B  and  E)  of  Edward  the  Confessor  together  with  variations  in  the 
king’s  dress.

On  the  coins  of  type  II,  bust  B  is  the  normal  bust,  or  at  least  is  the  one  more  commonly 
used.  Of  the  coins  of  type  V,  which  incidentally  can  be  divided  into  a  light  coinage  of  17.5 
grains  and  a  heavy  coinage  of  26  grains,  bust  E  is  the  normal  bust.  There  exist,  however, 
certain  coins  which  have  been  described  as  “  mules  of  types  IV/V  ”  which  have  busts  C  or 
D  as  shown  above.  There  are,  however,  reasons  for  thinking  that  these  coins,  which  are  known 
of  certain  north-eastern  mints,  are  not  what  we  normally  mean  by  mules  but  may  be  a 
regular  issue. 

I  would  be  grateful  for  the  following  information: — 

1.  What  coins  do  you  have  of  B.M.C.  type  II  with  bust  A? 

2.  What  coins  do  you  have  of  B.M.C.  type  V  with  bust  C  ? 

3.  What  coins  do  you  have  of  B.M.C.  type  V  with  bust  D  ? 

4.  Do  you  know  of  any  coins  of  B.M.C.  type  IV  (“  pacx  ”  issue)  with  bust  D  ?

A  Georgian  Ashtray.  I  am  in  possession  of  a  Copper  Ashtray  onto  the  centre  of  which 
a  JE  coin  is  mounted.  Around  it  runs  the  following  inscription  in  raised  characters: 

(Above  the  coin) 

IMPRESSION  FROM  A  DIE  MADE  BY 
MATTHEW  BOULTON  AT  SOHO  1804, 

AND  USED  TO  CONVERT 
(Beneath  the  coin) 

SILVER  DOLLARS  CAPTURED  BY 
THE  ENGLISH  IN  THE  SPANISH  V/AR, 

THE  IMAGE  OF  CAROLUS  III  BEING  THUS  DEFACED. 

The  obv.  of  the  coin  bears  the  profile  bust  of  Geo.  Ill  to  left.  The  likeness  of  the 
portrait  is  good;  there  is  a  chaplet  of  laurels  and  5  berries;  at  the  base  of  the  hair  is  a  ribbon 
and  what  may  be  a  wavy  end.  On  the  lowest  fold  of  the  drapery  of  the  bust  are  two  dots. 
There  is  a  raised  toothed  rim.  The  legend  runs  thus:  georgius  hi  dei  gratia  rex. 

To  my  knowledge  there  has  been  no  JE  issue  between  1799  and  1805,  the  fourth  issue 
commencing  in  1806.  Moreover,  apart  from  a  halfpenny-forgery,  mentioned  by  Bramah, 
of  the  first  JE  issue  which  has  the  king’s  bust  to  left,  all  Geo.  Ill  coinage  was  struck  with 
the  bust  to  right.  The  only  JE  coins  bearing  the  above  legend  with  dei  gratia  are  the  half¬ 
penny  and  farthing  of  1799  on  which,  however,  there  is  no  stop  behind  rex. 

The  obv.  of  the  coin,  if  there  is  any  at  all,  is  covered  by  the  back  of  the  ashtray.  There 
are  no  signs  of  re-mounting. 

Ashtray  and  coin  have  been  cleaned  but  the  condition  of  the  coin  is  Fine. 

I  assume  that  you  and  your  readers  will  be  interested  in  this,  probably,  unusual 
numismatic  curio,  even  if  it  is  perhaps  only  a  concoction. — Dr.  Arthur  D.  Heller. 

[Could  this,  perhaps,  be  a  specimen  of  the  pattern  5s  6d  Bank  Token  of  1811  struck  in 
copper  ?  This  denomination  was  never  issued  for  general  circulation  but  the  silver  patterns 
are  struck  on  Spanish  dollars.  These  coins  are  made  with  a  head  punch  that  appears  to  be 
slightly  rusty  and  which  may,  therefore,  have  been  prepared  for  Matthew  Boulton  in  1804. 
There  are  no  designer’s  initials  on  the  truncation  of  the  bust,  instead  there  are  the  marks  *  .  * 
— Editor ]. 

Cleaning  Coins.  I  was  very  interested  to  read  the  correspondence  in  your  columns 
regarding  the  cleaning  of  coins.  In  my  opinion,  the  best  way  of  cleaning  gold  is  by  immersing 
it  in  concentrated  aqua  fortis.  I  myself  never  keep  the  coins  in  the  liquid  for  more  than  ten 
seconds  at  a  time,  although  I  am  assured  by  my  scientist  friends  that  there  is  no  danger  of 
their  dissolving  away,  since  gold  is  not  attacked  by  aqua  fortis  (nitric  acid). 

Silver  presents  a  more  difficult  problem,  because  it  dissolves  readily  in  aqua  fortis,  even 
when  diluted.  It  is  not  affected  by  dilute  sulphuric  or  hydrochloric  acid,  but  I  doubt  whether 
the  results  obtained  by  immersion  in  these  last  two  will  be  up  to  the  standard  of  the  results 
obtained  on  gold  in  the  above  way. — David  Ozven. 

Trial  of  the  “  Pyx,”  Mr.  R.  A.  Butler  paid  a  visit  recently  to  the  City  of  London 
which  had  nothing  to  do  with  political  urgencies.  In  his  role  of  Master  of  the  Mint  he  went 
to  Goldsmith’s  Hall  to  hear  the  year’s  verdicts  on  the  ancient  “  Trials  of  the  Pyx.”  These 
traditional  trials  of  currency  are  believed  to  date  back  as  far  as  Saxon  or  possibly  Roman  times, 
and  they  have  been  held  by  the  Goldsmiths  of  London  since  the  thirteenth  century. 

Since  1870  the  “  court  ”  has  been  Goldsmiths’  Hall.  This  year  the  jury,  composed  of 
members  of  the  Worshipful  Company  of  Goldsmiths,  tested  a  number  of  coins  to  ascertain 
that  they  were  of  proper  weight  and  composed  of  metal  of  the  degree  of  fineness  required  by 
law.  The  proceedings  were  concerned  with  silver  coins  of  Maundy  money  as  well  as  cupro¬ 
nickel  coins  in  daily  use.  At  the  request  of  the  Governments  of  New  Zealand  and  Southern 
Rhodesia,  cupro-nickel  coins  produced  by  the  Mint  for  use  in  those  countries  were  also  tested. 
— Scotsman  ( Edinburgh ),  26 th  May. 

European  Medals.  There  is  an  astonishing  amount  of  unexpected  interest  and  fas¬ 
cination  in  the  Exhibition  of  European  Medals  arranged  by  the  Royal  Society  of  Arts  in 
collaboration  •  with  the  Royal  Numismatic  Society  and  the  Federation  Internationale  des 
Editeurs  de  Medailles.  Opened  to-day  at  the  society’s  house  in  John  Adam  Street,  the 
exhibition,  the  first  of  its  kind  ever  seen  in  Britain,  covers  medals  produced  during  the  last 
25  years  by  leading  designers  in  Austria,  Belgium,  Denmark,  Finland,  France,  Great  Britain, 
Holland,  Italy,  Norway,  Portugal,  Spain,  Sweden,  and  Switzerland. 

One  usually  associates  medals,  apart  from  those  of  awards,  with  events  of  national  com¬ 
memoration,  but  many  among  these  200  enthralling  pieces  were  made  for  no  other  reason 
than  to  please  the  individual  artist’s  imagination.  In  this  country  we  are  not  used  to  re- 
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garding  the  medal  as  an  art  form — other  countries  are  perhaps  wiser.  There  are  some  superb 
medal  portraits  here,  notably  Andre  Galtie’s  of  Toulouse-Lautrec,  with  the  face  of  the  painter 
bounded  or  “  framed  ”  within  the  tiny  compass  by  the  brim  of  a  great  hat. 

Symbolism  speaks  in  I.  J.  Pietrs’s  extraordinary  bronze  medal  conveying  in  obverse  and 
reverse  design  the  story  of  the  floods  in  Holland,  and  the  repairs  to  the  dykes.  There  is  a 
brilliant  portrait  by  J.  H.  Coeffin  of  Jean  Cocteau:  it  is  interesting  to  compare  the  British 
silver  medal  of  Sir  Winston  Churchill,  struck  in  1945,  with  the  Italian  bronze  ten  years  later. 
— “  The  Scotsman  ”  ( Edinburgh ),  9th  June. 

Irish  Find  to  be  placed  on  Exhibition.  The  treasure  trove  of  132  silver  pieces, 
found  by  Mr.  Frederick  Watterson  in  March,  in  a  field  on  his  farm  at  Drumenagh,  near 
Magherafelt,  where  the  coins  had  lain  hidden  for  over  300  years,  will  shortly  be  placed  on  public 
exhibition  by  the  Ministry  of  Finance  in  the  Municipal  Museum,  Stranmillis  Road,  Belfast, 
by  courtesy  of  the  director. 

The  solitary  Spanish  American  coin  bearing  the  Arms  of  the  Royal  House  of  Spain  is 
thought  to  have  been  made  in  Mexico.  Silver  pieces  of  this  kind  were  in  circulation  in  Ireland 
and  in  England,  especially  in  the  West  Country,  at  the  time  of  this  hoard  (1642).  They  were 
often  taken  by  English  men-of-war  from  Spanish  treasure  ships  on  their  way  to  Spain. 

The  Ministry  of  Finance  has  rewarded  Mr.  Frederick  Watterson  for  reporting  the  find. 

The  amount  (£30)  represents  the  full  market  value  of  the  coins. — Irish  News ,  2nd  June. 

Theft  at  Eton.  While  fourth  of  June  celebrations  were  taking  place  at  Eton  College  on 
Saturday  evening,  ten  gold  coins  were  stolen  from  the  college  museum.  The  coins  are  of 
Roman  origin. 

Detectives  from  Buckinghamshire  C.I.D.  were  at  the  college  yesterday  taking  finger¬ 
prints  from  the  museum  cases  and  interviewing  boys  and  masters. — Manchester  Guardian 
( Lancashire ),  1th  June. 

[The  coins  in  question  are  aurei  of  Cassius,  Augustus,  Claudius,  Vitellius,  Vespasian,  Titus, 
Antoninus  Pius,  Marcus  Aurelius,  Faustina  Junior  and  Lucius  Verus. — Editor .] 

Salvage  Bid  on  Armada  Treasure  Ship.  Salvage  operations  were  started  yesterday 
in  Tobermory  Bay,  Argyllshire,  in  another  effort  to  recover  treasure  believed  to  be  worth 
millions  contained  in  a  16th  century  Spanish  galleon. 

Work  has  been  made  possible  following  a  hydrographic  survey  earlier  this  year. 

The  wreck  of  the  galleon — the  Duque  de  Florencia — has  been  inherited  by  Royal  Charter 
by  the  Duke  of  Argyll.  The  ship  is  believed  to  have  carried  30  million  ducats  when  she 
sailed  with  the  Spanish  Armada. 

The  last  attempt  to  salvage  the  wreck  was  suspended  last  autumn  after  two  months’  work, 
which  brought  to  the  surface  only  pieces  of  broken  timber,  fragments  of  bone  and  the  remains 
of  a  five-foot  spar. — Eastern  Daily  Press  (Norwich),  1th  June. 

Dover  Treasure  Trove.  At  a  coroner’s  inquest  at  Dover  yesterday  it  was  decided 
that  682  silver  coins  unearthed  in  a  lead  casket  near  the  town’s  market  square  were  treasure 
trove.  They  are  valued  at  about  £200. 

A  jury  of  12  found  that  the  legal  finders  of  the  coins,  which  are  of  12th,  13th  and  14th 
century  origin,  were  two  32-year-old  gas  board  labourers,  Charles  Ernest  Blanch,  St. 
Radigunds  Road,  Dover,  and  Hedley  Carswell,  Heathfield  Avenue,  Dover. — Daily  Telegraph 
(London),  Wth  June. 

Franconian  Grave  Find.  A  skeleton  of  a  sixth-century  Franconian  prince  with  a 
gold  coin  in  his  teeth  has  been  discovered  in  a  grave  near  Bergheim  in  the  Rhineland. 

A  gold-covered  bronze  helmet,  a  sword,  a  lance  and  food  containers  intended  for  the 
prince’s  journey  to  another  world  were  also  found  on  the  site  being  explored  for  brown  coal. 
News  Chronicle  (London),  10 th  June.

FORRER,  L.  S.  The  Art  of  Collecting  Coins.  London,  1955.  183  pp,  16  plates, 
cloth,  8b"  X  5£".  [We  can  supply,  15/-,  postage  9 d]. 

This  book  has  been  published  now  for  just  over  one  month,  and  will  by  now  be  in  the 
hands  of  many  collectors  who  will  testify  not  only  to  the  wealth  of  useful  information  contained 
therein,  but  also  to  the  tremendous  amount  of  time  and  care  which  has  been  put  into  it. 

The  book  is  roughly  divided  into  two  parts.  In  the  first  part,  which  consists  of  thirteen 
chapters,  Mr.  Forrer  covers  with  meticulous  care  those  details  which  are  so  necessary  for  the 
beginner  and  student  of  numismatics  to  know.  Quite  apart  from  a  short  history  of  coins  and 
coinage,  the  author  writes  with  the  voice  of  an  expert  on  such  subjects  as  the  housing  and 
cleaning  of  coins;  forgeries  and  counterfeits;  the  reproduction  of  coins;  tokens  and  jettons;

unusual  coins;  Commemorative  Medals;  and  War  Medals  and  Decorations.  The  fine 
chapter  on  “  The  Historical  Importance  of  Coins  ”  more  than  illustrates  the  method  by  which 
even  the  most  commonplace  current  coins  can  be  made  to  reveal  their  history,  and  so  assist 
the  collector  to  gain  added  enjoyment  from  his  collection.  At  the  end  of  each  section  of  the 
many  different  series  dealt  with,  is  a  short  list  of  books  on  the  subject  under  review,  and  in 
the  last  chapter  various  books  which  the  writer  has  found  to  be  of  the  greatest  use  to  him  during 
his  many  years  as  a  coin  dealer  are  recommended  and  discussed. 

The  second  part  of  the  book  is  divided  into  two  sections;  Appendix  A,  which  consists 
of  an  alphabetical  list  of  numismatic  terms  and  names,  which  will  be  of  interest  and  value  to 
the  collector;  and  Appendix  B,  which  contains  a  select  numismatic  bibliography.  We  must 
indeed  congratulate  Mr.  Forrer  on  the  production  of  a  book  which  we  feel  sure  will  find  its 
way  into  the  hands  of  collectors  the  world  over,  and  will  be  used  and  valued  by  all  who  are 
interested  in  “  the  art  of  collecting  coins.” — F.  P. 

WAR  MEDAL  NOTES  AND  NEWS. 

A  V.C.  Disappears.  One  of  the  first  Victoria  Crosses  ever  awarded  has  been  stolen. 
It  was  on  display,  with  a  collection  of  other  regimental  medal  awards,  in  the  officers’  mess 
at  the  Royal  Engineer’s  Depot  at  Barton  Stacey,  Hampshire. 

And,  most  embarrassing  for  the  officers  there,  it  was  on  loan  to  them  from  the  R.E.  mess 
at  Chatham. 

The  V.C.  in  the  collection,  awarded  to  Corporal  William  Lendrim  in  the  Crimean  War, 
is  one  of  the  most  valuable  ever  struck. 

Apart  from  being  in  the  first  batch,  military  reference  books  describe  it  as  unique  because 
Lendrim  had  three  different  citations  for  it. 

And  the  date  of  each  citation  is  stamped  on  the  medal.  The  cross  then  could  form  a 
highly-prized,  highly-priced  item  in  any  collection. 

The  collection  was  missed  from  the  mess  three  weeks  ago.  But  it  was  not  reported. 

A  senior  officer  at  Barton  Stacey  told  me:  “It  was  wrongly  thought  that  someone  had 
sent  the  medal  ribbons  to  the  cleaners.” 

Once  the  theft  was  realised,  civilian  police  from  Andover  were  called  in. — Sunday  Dispatch , 
May  8th. 

At  Andover,  Hants.,  on  3rd  June,  Sapper  George  Cotterell  was  sent  for  trial  on  a  charge 
alleging  that  he  stole  a  V.C.  and  five  other  medals  from  a  show-case  in  the  officers’  mess  of 
his  unit  at  Barton  Stacey,  Hants.  A  London  coin  dealer  gave  evidence  that  he  had  bought 
the  V.C.  and  medals  from  the  accused  for  £100.  The  V.C.  was  won  by  Cpl.  Wm.  Lendrim 
in  the  Crimea. 

Obituary.  Mr.  William  E.  Boulter,  who  won  the  V.C.  in  1916  when  serving  as  a 
sergeant  in  The  Northamptonshire  Regt.,  died  at  Wimbledon  on  1st  June,  aged  62. 

The  Society  for  Army  Historical  Research.  This  Society  grows  from  strength  to 
strength.  By  the  end  of  1954  it  had  over  800  members,  and  since  then  111  more  have  joined. 
Its  annual  subscription  remains  unchanged  since  the  foundation  of  the  Society  in  1922,  at 
one  guinea.  The  annual  general  meeting  held  in  May  was  well  attended. 

The  Kenya  Medal.  On  page  144  of  the  Bulletin  for  April  it  is  stated,  with  regard  to 
the  proposed  issue  of  the  African  General  Service  Medal  for  the  Kikuyu  Rebellion, — “  There 
was  a  proposal  to  reissue  the  medal  after  the  disturbances  in  Addis  Ababa  in  1935-36.”  It 
may  be  of  interest  to  place  on  record  also  that  there  was  a  proposal  to  reissue  the  medal  for 
the  campaign  in  N.  Uganda  and  S.  Sudan  in  1922-23  to  the  4th  K.A.R.  and  Equatorial  troops 
of  the  Sudan  who  took  part  in  the  campaign  against  the  Dodinga.  I  believe  both  Military 
Crosses  and  Military  medals  were  awarded,  but  no  campaign  medal,  the  excuse  being 
economy ! 

I  am  glad  to  see  the  A.G.S.  medal  is  to  be  issued  for  the  present  campaign  in  this  Colony, 
But  I  am  of  opinion  the  bar  should  be  “  kikuyu  ”  not  “  Kenya.”  Most  of  Kenya  is  peaceful 
and  loyal  and  the  bar  if  designated  “  Kenya  ”  will  be  incorrect  and  most  unfortunate.  I 
suppose  it  is  too  late  for  the  authorities  to  remedy  that. — H.  F.  S. 

Controversial  Elephant.  I  hear  that  the  Egyptians  have  just  refused  a  claim  by  the 
Danes  for  the  return  of  the  insignia  of  the  Order  of  the  Elephant. 

The  controversial  elephant,  a  most  decorative  one,  is  on  view  at  the  Wartski  stand  at  the 
Antique  Dealers’  Fair.  The  firm  bought  this  rare  and  valuable  relic  at  the  Farouk  sale. 

According  to  the  Danes,  the  insignia  of  the  supreme  Order  of  their  country  is  the  property 
of  the  Royal  Danish  Chapter  of  Orders  and  should  never  have  been  sold. 
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A  hint  was  dropped  to  the  Egyptians  that  Wartskis,  who,  I  gather,  have  taken  an  extremely 
honourable  stand  in  the  matter,  should  be  compensated  and  that  the  elephant  should  be 
returned  to  its  true  home. 

Incidentally,  this  rule  of  the  Danish  Chapter  is  very  similar  to  our  own  custom. 

Insignia  of  the  three  great  Orders  are  returned  to  the  Queen.  Collars  of  all  the  Orders, 
many  heavy  with  gold,  go  back  to  the  Central  Chancery  of  the  Orders  of  Knighthood. 

This  also  applies  to  certain  of  the  Indian  Orders.  The  insignia  of  the  G.C.S.I.,  with  its 
profusion  of  diamonds,  is  worth  about  £3,000. 

As  these  are  no  longer  given,  next  of  kin  are  now  allowed  to  buy  them  at  very  reasonable 
prices. — “  Peterborough ,”  in  the  “  Daily  Telegraph  ”  of  June  8th. 

The  Order  of  Blood.  The  Daily  Telegraph  of  June  4th,  in  reporting  the  signing  of  the 
convention  granting  Home  Rule  to  Tunis,  states  that  the  Prime  Minister  of  Tunis,  Tahar 
ben  Ammar,  “  wore  the  highest  Tunisian  decorations,  the  ‘  Order  of  Blood,’  glittering  with 
diamonds.  This  decoration,  which  is  bestowed  by  the  Bey,  has  been  received  in  France 
only  by  Gen.  de  Gaulle  and  the  President  of  the  Republic.”

NUMISMATIC  SOCIETIES. 


Glasgow  and  West  of  Scotland  N.S. 

The  May  Meeting  of  the  Society  was  held  in 
the  Lounge  of  the  British  Legion  Headquarters 
230,  Renfrew  St.,  Glasgow,  C.l,  at  7.30  p.m. 
on  the  12th. 

As  in  past  years  the  final  meeting  took  the 
form  of  an  Open  Night.  Members  had  been 
invited  to  bring  along  to  the  meeting  any 
new  specimens  that  they  had  acquired  in  the 
past  few  months  and  to  bring  to  the  notice  of 
the  Society  any  matter  of  numismatic  interest 
that  had  come  to  their  knowledge. 

The  next  meeting  of  the  Society  will  be 
the  Annual  General  Meeting  on  September 
8th,  1955,  to  be  held  in  the  usual  meeting 
place. 

Hayes  (Mdx.)  and  District  C.C.  The 

June  meeting  of  the  club  was  held  at  the 
Golden  Crescent  Library,  Hayes,  when  the 
evening  was  given  over  to  open  discussion  of 
members’  coins.  The  first  meeting  of  the 
1955-56  session  will  be  held  at  7.30  p.m.  on 
September  15th,  when  Mr.  Addis  will  give 
a  talk  on  “  Irish  Farthings.”  The  Annual 
General  Meeting  will  be  held  on  October  20th. 
Visitors  are  cordially  invited  to  attend. 

Oxford  N.S.  The  first  regular  meeting 
of  the  Society  was  held  on  the  4th  of  June 
with  the  President,  Dr.  C.  M.  Kraay,  in  the 
chair.  Members  had  been  invited  to  give  a 
brief  talk  on  what  they  considered  the  most 
interesting  coin  in  their  collections. 

Dr.  Kraay  spoke  about  a  sestertius  of  the 
Emperor  Vespasian  the  reverse  of  which 
showed  a  representation  of  the  Temple  of 


Jupiter  which  stood  on  the  Capitoline  Hill 
in  Rome.  The  original  building  dated  from 
the  time  of  the  kings  and  was  built  in  the 
Etruscan  style.  The  temple  was,  unfor¬ 
tunately,  frequently  burnt  down.  After  its 
first  burning  in  83  a.d.  it  was  rebuilt  by  Sulla 
on  its  original  plan.  In  69  A.D.  the  supporters 
of  the  Emperor  Vitellius  were  beseiged  on 
the  Capitoline  Hill;  in  the  course  of  the  strife 
the  Temple  was  again  consumed  by  fire,  to 
be  restored  by  Vespasian  in  74  a.d.  six  years 
later  it  was  again  destroyed;  it  was  finally 
rebuilt  by  the  Emperor  Domitian.  Nothing 
now  remains  of  this  building  and  the  coin  is 
a  unique  document  of  one  of  Rome’s  most 
magnificent  buildings. 

Mr.  Thompson  discussed  what  at  first 
appeared  to  be  a  gold  angel  of  Henry  VII, 
but  was  in  fact  a  copy  struck  in  the  Nether¬ 
lands  in  about  1580-1590.  Angels  were 
favoured  as  a  trade  currency  in  the  Elizabethan 
period.  These  copies,  perhaps  minted  by 
the  Counts  of  S’herrenberg,  were  imposed 
upon  the  Earl  of  Leicester’s  army  who  were 
fighting  the  Spaniards  in  what  is  now  Belgium. 

Finally  Mr.  Bayliss  exhibited  a  series  of 
electrotypes  of  early  Greek  coins  showing 
the  development  of  the  coin  from  a  mere 
pellet  of  silver  to  a  coin  bearing  the  portrait 
of  a  goddess. 

St.  Albans  and  Hertfordshire  N.S.  The 

June  meeting  of  the  Society  was  held  at  St. 
Albans  City  Museum  on  Wednesday,  June 
1st.  The  speaker  for  the  evening  was  Frank 
Silvester  who  discussed  in  detail  the  Order 
of  the  Garter  and  its  influence  upon  coinage 
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design.  It  was  about  1344  when  the  Order 
was  founded  and  a  number  of  knights  to¬ 
gether  with  the  Black  Prince  were  summoned 
to  Windsor.  It  was  probably  on  St.  George’s 
Day  1348  that  the  Sovereign,  the  Prince  and 
twenty-four  knights  entered  the  old  St. 
Edwards  Chapel,  Windsor,  to  take  their  oaths 
and  to  hold,  what  was  to  become  a  yearly 
service.  This  total  of  twenty-six  persons 
comprising  this  Order  has  been  maintained 
throughout  the  ages  with  few  exceptions.  At 
about  the  same  time  as  this  first  service, 
King  Edward  founded  an  establishment  of 
twenty-six  deserving  veteran  knights  (now 
known  as  the  Military  Knights  of  Windsor) 
whose  duty  it  was  to  represent  their  more 
illustrious  brethren  of  the  Order  at  daily 
prayers  when  the  latter  were  not  at  Windsor. 
The  old  chapel  of  St.  Edward  served  them 
until  the  second  half  of  the  fifteenth  century 
when  Edward  IV  commenced  building  of 
the  present  St.  George’s  Chapel,  which  took 
fifty  years  to  build. 

After  this  detailed  description  of  the  Order, 
Mr.  Silvester  exhibited  coins  which  included 
the  insignia  of  the  Order  of  the  Garter  in 
their  design. 


All  the  Stuarts  seemed  keen  on  exhibiting 
the  emblems  of  the  Order  but  in  the  reign  of 
William  III,  he  being  an  elected  king,  the 
practice  of  displaying  emblems  on  coins 
temporarily  ceased. 

Queen  Anne  soon  had  the  star  restored 
on  her  money,  and  the  Georges  never  feeling 
quite  secure,  revitalised  the  order,  having  its 
age  long  constitution  altered  to  enable  their 
sons  and  heirs  to  be  eligible  for  membership. 
This  was  one  of  the  few  occasions  when  it 
was  necessary  for  the  number  of  the  order 
to  be  increased  above  twenty-six.  George 
had  the  Garter  itself  on  certain  coins  and  in 
more  modern  times  Victoria,  Edward  VII 
and  George  V  and  VI  have  occasionally  used 
the  emblems  as  part  of  their  coin  design. 

Yorkshire  N.S.  The  June  meeting  was 
held  at  the  Regal  Dance  Hall  in  Shipley. 
Alderman  H.  Hird,  M.A.,  F.S.A.,  gave  a  talk 
on  “  The  Last  Phase  of  the  Commonwealth.” 
He  gave  a  most  interesting  explanation  of  the 
events  leading  up  to  the  appointment  of 
Richard  Cromwell  as  Lord  Protector;  and 
then  proceeded  to  give  a  brief  biography  of 
him.  He  illustrated  his  talk  with  a  fine  col¬ 
lection  of  gold  coins  of  Charles  I,  the  Com¬ 
monwealth,  Cromwell  and  Charles  II.
